FAIRS,  or  exhibitionN,  historiajM  teU  uh,  can  be  traced  kadi  to 
thp  (lavH  of  AhaHueruM,  who  "pxhibited  the  riehni  of  hi*  king- 
dom for  an  hundred  and  ftmr-scorc  (lays".  Almost  ever  since, 
down  through  the  agea,  they  have  played  a  part  in  world  progretts 
and  develoimient.

On  the  Am  erican  continent  they  date  from  early 
timra  wider  Bpaaiab  rule.  The  great  basaara  of  the  Baat  are 
ennititfjr  bin. 

Aiwi^  we  ind  the  amnnmeBt  end  eBeeangal,  mdi  ti  tiM 
eharm  and  popularity  of  fairs,  back  to  the  aadmla,  brtaf  dw  to 
the  gathering  ot  aitertidiM«,  who  assembled  in  BUtohuii  to  MBOae 
th?  crowds,  who  have  apparently  always,  just  aa  th^  do  M  pna- 
ont,  demanded  that  the  more  serious  business  matters  of  the  dagr  be 
leavened  with  a  little  healthful  recreation  and  relaxation.

In  the  earlier  xtages  of  thin  prngrm  it  was  necessary  to  offer  in- 
dneements  to  enable  the  gathering  of  large  numbem  of  people 
from  diataacea  wide  apart,  and  therefore  the  purchase  and  Male  of 
the  good)  exhibited  were  particularly  a  feature  of  the  occasion. 
Btrt  aa  tke  worid  beeame  rieher,  tnuiapMrtati<m  fireer,  and  the 
mindii  of  men  mm  wida^teadteK  in  the  aa^itnw  thint  ter 
knowledge,  the  necewitiea  for  this  feature  no  longer,  existed,  and 
it  was  found  that  visitors  would  travel  vuxt  distances  only  to  see 
the  products  of  the  ingenuity  and  constructive  skill  and  industrj-  of 

The  modern  In- 
dustrial insti- 
tution whofe 
the  eshilHtiTe 
and  ewapeti- 
tive  ideas  arr 
uppermost,  is 
a  British  gift 
coming  into  ex- 
istence with 
the  London  So- 
ciety of  Arts 
in  1753.  From 
the  first  this 
society  was 
patronized  by 
royalty,  and 


man  of  high  rank  was  in- 
variably elected  presid«it. 
The  influence  of  the  orgMt- 
izatlon  upon  the  arts  and 
manufactures  of  Great  Brit- 
ain, and  incidentally  of  the 
world,  has  been  enormous.  By 
a  jadieianB  qntdn  of  priaea, 
native  tegennity  and  hivm- 
tioa,  and  their  applieaticn  to 
the  arts  and  manufactures, 
were  enouraged,  and  some 
of  the  most  prominent  artists 
and  others  of  past  generations 
could  attribute  their  rise  to 
the  encouragement  offered  by 
tlie  8eekty  of  Arts,  v.-hieh 
did  evegrthittg  hunaDly  pea- 
i^e  ^ma^  its  perhidied 
exhIbttiMa  to  advance  the  eauae  of  eivUiwrtioB. 

The  election  of  Albert.  Prince  CMMort,  in  184S,  waa  Made 
crowning  feature  in  thi-  career  of  the  organisation.  The  royal  miad 
conceived  some  very  ambitious  plans,  including  the  idea  of  the  fcrat 
World's  Fair,  a  fair,  as  he  explained  to  his  eoUeagues,  "not  merely 
national  In  iu  scope  and  benefits,  but  comprehensive  .  f  the  whole 
world".  He  suggested  the  construction  of  the  famed  Crystal 
PkfaMe,  wher^  «» to  be  ahOtited  a  "grand  collection  of  various 
prodaete  for  the  pmpeat  el  exh^M.  wwparisun,  instmetiHi 
and  encouragement".  Qiwen  Vietwrto  flveaad  the  bniUiBg  ia  pw

Kxpoiitim  Whi  foanded  on  the  Londim  plan  diortly  afterward. 
Qaeeu  Victoria  and  Prlne*.  ert  paid  it  a  riiiit,  the  flr*t  visit  of  a 
BriMMnwe%utoPaaria^eel422.  ffinee  that  tiau  «aiich(  f  ^ 
have  been  h^  in  ▼ariow  eoimtriea  and  have  perhaps  bam  Inmii^t 
t(>  their  highest  point  of  development  in  the  United  States, 

While  faint  date  back  about  a  century  in  Canada,  Niagara  Fiila 
having  the  ci-dit  for  the  flrst  movement  of  the  kind,  they  do  not 
appear  to  hive  gone  beyond  the  county  or  township  limits  \  'Ml 
1846,  when  tt'.<>  first  Provincial  i''air  was  promoted  and  npened  in 
Tonmto.  This  was  about  the  time  that  Prinee  Albert  beeame  ehair- 
■MB  of  the  Soeietjr  of  Arts  in  London ;  perhaps,  indeed,  it  was  to 
some  extent  because  of  that  fact.  It  was  coodnctec  for  two  days 
on  the  gronnda  tke  M  OtmnamA  Hoaw,  at  the  wamt  King 
and  Simeoe  Streets,  tb*  priMs  wm  valued  at  $1,150.  The  Pro- 
vincial and  Agricultnral  Association  of  Upper  Canada  took  charge 
the  n;>xt  year,  and  it  was  decided  to  make  the  affair  a  perambulat- 
ing iuKtitution,  alternating  lietween  various  towns,  no  \  laee  to 
have  it  two  successive  years. 

It  returned  to  Toronto  in  18.i2,  snd  Robertson's  "L-  .marks" 
tells  UB  that  it  "wa.  held  in  the  field  which  then  existed  north  tA 
Steeos  Stnrt,  wbieh  at  that  time,  above  Qoeni  Street,  was  Imewa 
as  Wffika  ltow«t".  After  w«BdaiagteOttewk,HaadttoB,  Laadon, 
CobolBf ,  KiugRton  and  Brant*ord,  the  event  wu  again  held  in  To- 
raito  in  1858,  this  time  on  the  grounds  to  the  sottt)<  cf  the  Queen 
Sbreet  Asylum.  Crystal  Palace  was  built  that  year,  and  the  Fair 
was  opened  with  considerable  pomp  by  the  Goveraor-Oeneral.  It 
remained  open  for  two  week'.,  a  nmlnl  iBBOVatkn  as  the  ea- 
tabliahed  order  of  things. 

Ib  1877  Toronto  suggest  f>  \  that  the  Fair  be  weaned  from  its 
arigftwj  lud>its  and  install* '  pemaaently  ten,  «id  a  deputatim- 


ame  away  from  a  meeting  of  the  Arts  Association  at  London  with 
the  belief  that  their  arguments  hod  prevailed.  With  this  toought 
in  mind,  tkcgr  applied  for  a  grant  of  ordnance  land  and  were  given 
riztjr  awes  OB  tiw  pnsttt  site  of  tlw  Exhibition,  llmii^  tlM  worit 
of  biSdteg  te  Pair  had  aifMdjr  been  start*!  wImb  tlw  UBirttB 
was  snbmitted  to  te  ratepqrer^  the  followiag  year,  il  WM  a«W> 
whelmingly  defeated. 

ilie  Conneii,  however,  having  timif  {rfedged  in  good  faith  tb« 
endit  U  the  city  to  both  the  GovefaaMot  and  the  Arte  Seeiety,  d»- 
tmsiBed  to  proeeed,  feding  aasnred  that  what  the  piMe  «a«  m>- 
abled  to  pnmonnce  upon  the  completed  measure  they  woidd  ^ 
predate  the  inestimable  advantage  to  Tortmto  and  would  oBdoaM- 
edly  endorse  it.  TL;  delay  inseparable  from  such  a  complication 
left  only  ninety  days  from  the  time  the  authority  of  Council  was 
obtained  until  the  opening  day  of  the  Exhibition.  To  a  b'-Iy  of 
men  less  in  earnest  this  would  have  appeared  an  insurmountable 
obstacle  to  the  eBW^iletlMi  of  a  task  of  such  magnitude,  but,  the 
whMe  of  the  woric  waa  eenpleted  and  the  Exhibition  opehsd  the 
new  bnBding  by  the  Ckmrhtr-Oemral,  Lord  DoCtoia,  ob  Taeaday, 
Sqttonber  2^  1878.  Cryitw  Palaee  had  beei  bivagiitdoim  troBi 
King  t'ttreet  in  sections,  a  new  story  added,  and  Oe  ntt  nised, 
and  this  remained  in  use  and  was  regarded  as  the  most  ornate  and 
best  exhibition  building  in  Canada,  right  up  to  the  time  the  present 
Manufaetsrea  Building  was  erected  a  «w  years  ago. 

Much  to  the  disappointment  of  the  Torooto  eoauaittce,  dM  Arta 
.^Vssocwtion  decided,  the  following  year,  1879,  that  the  AihftitfoB 
moat  resume  its  old  character  as  a  travelling  institution,  and  as  a 
protest  the  organization  headed  by  the  late  J.  J.  Withrow,  who  re- 
mained president  for  twenty  yem,  MHA  tt.  five  TnwiBto  «  per- 
manent Bxhftitim.

It  has  met  with  many  obstructive  elements,  but 
has  been  v^iirsued  to  complete  fruition  with  excellence  of  jiidgrieut, 
fertility  of  resource,  and  enorgj'  of  patriotic  determination.  It  is 
the  culmination  in  a  long  series  of  sters  ir  comnetitive  exhibitiona, 
and  is  conceded  by  experts  in  such  matters  to  be  tha  moat  ideally 
balaneed  inatitution  of  its  kind  the  worid  over. 

la  the  carijr  daya  it  enconntered  organised  oppw'tion  even  from 
the  gOTwrnaaata  of  the  tB»e,laiy«rMta  briag  Blade  to  other  faira 
fKBB  year  to  year  iriiieh  w«e  raoata«  la  ^hmnKhb  to  ftmrnta, 
while  the  local  institution  was  compelled  to  rcmggle  akog  aa- 
assisted  except  by  its  own  loyal,  public-spirited  eitiiena.  A  threat 
was  even  i  vade  by  a  meniber  of  the  Arts  Society  .>f  legislation  to 
compel  Ti  nto  to  discontinue  its  Fair,  but  fortunat'ly  the  matter 
never  went  that  far. 

Bat  if  the  Aaaoeiation  has  had  to  meet  oppositior,  so  has  it  re- 
eel  .-ad  loyal  support  from  the  people  of  Canada,  fron  tlie  people  of 
t  M  Laad,  evm  boB  the  nrwie  itarit.  The  late  King  Edward 
y-*  oae  of  the  atan^aat  frhada  the  BidiMtion  ever  had,  aad 
ttmy  times  he  showed  hia  deep  interest  in  its  welfare,  personally 
helpfaig  it  with  exhibits  from  his  Army,  from  his  Navy,  and  from 
hfa  household  collections. 

During  its  career,  the  Exhibition  has  entertained  some  of  the 
moat  distinguished  political  and  industrial  leaders  from  all  parts 
a  the  world,  and  its  importance  as  an  Imperial  aiaet  has  more

]danii*ag,  and  invdves  a  world-wide  search  for  novelties  that  starts 
dMoat  aa  woa  aa  the  gates  close  in  September,  and  never  ceaaes 
nntil  lSt*y  apm  again  the  folfewing  Angua.  It  is  a  year-toand 
task. 

From  the  ita&dpoint  of  attendance  it  is  a  fact  that  more  people 
visit  the  Canadiu)  National  in  one  day  ' -n  many  fairs  on  the 
continent  that  are  supposed  to  be  among  tlie  Icadeis  can  boast  of 
in  an  entire  season.  In  the  early  days  100,000  was  a  wonderful 
figure,  even  for  the  three  weeks  it  ran  iii  1879.  In  the  twelve  days 
it  was  open  to  the  publilc  a  year  ago,  1,301,000  people  passed
